Ireland’s Fifth Column. 


ITH the world full of 

rumour about the doings 
of Hitler’s Fifth Columns in 
nearly every country it is na- 
tural that the potentialities, of 
the Irish. Fifth Column 
should be the subject of 
special attention. 


Nowhere could Hitler find 
such centres of hatred 
against Britain, nowhere 
could he find such daring 
and ruthless allies as amongst 
the men of the I.R.A. Ger- 
man agents have already 
been able to accomplish so 
much in neutral countries 
that it is natural that in these 
specially favourable circum- 
stanced the wildqst tales of 
their prodigies in Eire should 
be in circulntion.

For this the Irish Govern- 
ment itself is in some mea- 
sure responsible, for the 
rigorous censorship which is 
carried on by Mr. de Valera’s 
Officials from what was once 
Queen Victoria's bedroom in 
Dublin Castle forbids to visit- 
ing journalists the mere men- 
tion of an Irish Fifth Column. 
Rumours and scares flourish 
the more abundantly as the 
Irish forbid the conditions 
which give rise to them even 
to be discussed. 


But after a fortnight’s 
careful search of Eire—and 
some knowledge gleaned - in 
Denmark and Holland of how 
Fifth Columns work—I came 
to the conclusion that there 
was no_Fifth Column in Ire- 
land comparable in power and 
size to those which Hitler or- 
ganised so successfully in 
Scandinavia and the Low

It is true that when the

Architect Advises 


A landscape architect who was 
consultant to several huge estates 
of German landowners tells me that 
to yause a forest fire on the catns- 
trophic scale we want would be a 
almple matter, But he adds the 
warning that if we delay more than 
un few weeks the best opportunttics 
will be lost. So why delay? 

He says: “The Germans were 
always petrified of fire in the late 
summer. It would be posstble to 
cover with flames and smoke hun- 
dreds of miles of Germany, and on 
the minds of the population a huge 
pajl of smoke overhanging the 
country for weeks would have on 
enormous effect.” 

AND here {s another idea to add 
to the bombing and the forest fires, 
Cut Germany's jugular vein—the 
River Rhine. 

The Rhine runs the whole length 
of western Germany. All that the 
German army in the west needs in 
men and supplies must cross: it. If 
we could destroy the bridges tt 
would be a first-rate disaster for 
Germany. 

Now, we cannot bomb them be- 
cause It would be too slow an 
operation, too costly in Ilves and too 
uncertain In results, But the Rhine 
is one of the fastest flowing rivers in 
Europe. .. 

Why not, os I have suggested in 
other. schemes, harness. Nature to 
help us?

AMBULANCE BOMBING 
WAS FINE JOB, FRITZ! 


SCREEN star Robert Montgomery has just returned to America, his 
homeland, after serving in the American Field Service Ambulance all 
through the Battle of France. 

He was up behind Sedan when the Germans smashed through in May. He 
followed the routed French Armies across France, and when the end came, sailed for 
Here, in an open letter, he tells of just one of the horrors he saw:

RS. JESSIE MARY KING, 
wife of the Commissioner 
vf Police, the Hon. Mr. T. H. 
King, will be lenving the Colony 
this week for Australia with her 
husband and two daughters, 
the Misses Catherine and Jan 
King, and her mother, Mrs. A.

A resident in the Colony since 1912 
Mri. King has been closely identified 
with the Girl Guides Association 
since its inception, serving as Secret- 
ary when Lady Peel was President, 
nod later tuking the rank of Diviston- 
nl Commissioner. In July 1036, at 
the Executive Committee Meeting of 
the Assoclation, she was unanimously 
appointed Colony Commissioner 


Since ber wsrival in the Colony Mrs. 
King has nlwnys hod an active 
interest in charitable and social 
organisations, serving on committees 
and devoting much of her time to the 
furtherance of thar aims. She has 
been especially interested in the 
children of Hongkong, and hus been 
serving as President of the Minister- 
ing Lengue. As recognition of her 
charftable work she wus made a 
Member of the Most Excellent Order 
of the Hritish Empire (Civil Division) 
tn November 1937.

After tea a short business meeting 
wus held to discuss the se-opening of 
Guide Companies in the Colony 
With the evacuatlon of so mony 
Guiders, guiding will be syumewhat 
limited for the present. Mrs, A, R. 
Vhillips, Colony Scerctury, explained 
that, although there were still a large 
number of Guides of Chinese and 
other nationalities in Honghong and 
Kowloon, there were not enough 
Guiders to take charge of all the 
Companies. The companies belonr- 
ing to the Convents, for instance, 
would bave to walt untl! competent 
lenders could be appointed to take 
the place of the absent Gulders.

There is now no question of Britain 
peing defented in this alr battle.

Architect Advises 


A Jnndscape architect who was 
consultant to several huge estates 
of German landowners tells me that 
to cause a forest fire on the catas- 
trophic scale we want would be a 
simple matter, But he odds the 
warning that {f we delay more than 
a few weeks the best opportunttics 
wil be lost. So why delay? 

He says: “The Germans were 
always petrified of fire tn the late 
summer, It would be possible to 
cover with flames and smoke hun- 
dreds of miles of Germany, and on’ 
the minds of the population a huge 
poll of smoke overhanging the 
country for weeks would have an 
enormous effect.” 

AND here fs another idea to add 
to the bombing and the forest fires. 
Cut Germany‘s jugular vein—the 
River Rhine. 

The Rhine runs the whole length 
of western Germany. Ali that the 
German army in the west needs in 
men and supplies must cross. it. If 
we could destroy the bridges it 
would be a first-rate disaster - for 
Germuny. 

Now, we cannot bomb. them .be- 
cause it would be too slow an 
operation, too costly in lives and .too 
uncertain in results. But the Rhine 
is one of the fastest flowing rivers in 
Europe. . ‘ : 

Why not, as I have suggested in 
other. schemes, harness Nature to 
help us? Drop ordinary floating 
mines from dive bombing planca in 
hundreds . between .
